EXPLOSION OF KEROSENE. 


RICHMOND Va., December 27.—News 


was received here tins morning from 
West Point, on York river, of a terrible 
disaster to the steamer West Point, of 
the Clyde Lino, plying between that 
point and Baltimore.

Vakeu lu Dlf Cerent Countries. 


[From the Now York Times.] 


A comparison of tho official oaths of 


several countries, apropos oil tho Brad- 
laugh affairs, 
ia not 
uninteresting. 


France demands no oath, nor even 
•ny equivalent formality, before her 
Legislators enter upon their duties. 
Even under tho empire, the Deity was 
not called upon, the simple formula be- 
ing : "I swear fidelity to tho Emperor 
and the constitution." In Austria, also, 
tliere4»-iio-otttl^-ttut#.ijx..*tij>ly to ft^mas- 
tion from tho President of tho Keiclis- 
rath whethef tho new member ' ' prom- 
ises loyalty and obedience to the Em- 
peror, inviolable observance of the con- 
stitution, as well as other laws, and con- 
scientious fulfillment of: his duty," tho 
new member simply replies. "I prom- 
ise." The reason that tho members of 
tho Gorman Parliament take no oath is 
that many of them are under an oath of 
allegiance to tlieir respective states ill 
tho German federation; ami so a conlliet 
of duty might aviso if two oaths were 
insisted upon. Tho Prussian rnornbcrs 
of I'urliaiiient take an oath beginning 
"I swear by G oil tho omnipotent ami 
omniscient," imdj ending "BO may God 
help mu. As if this wore not enough, 
tlioso who choose, it is provided, m»y 
add, " through Jesus Christ to otenml 
Miss, aiuou." Tlio Spanish Deputies 
are put through something .of a cate- 
chism. Tho Secretary asks thorn : "Do 
you swear to observe, and tc make oth- 
ers observe tho constitution of tho 
Hj>anish monarchy ? Do you swear obo- 
dieuco to tho legitimate King of Spain, 
Alfonso XII.V Do you swear woll and 
true to behave in tho mission con- 
fided to you by tho nation, always 
and in everything sucking tho welfare ol 
the nation ?" Tho answer expected is, 
" Yes, I do swear," and tho replication 
is, "If you do so, may God reward you, 
and if you do not, may Ho call you to 
account." In 1879, it may be eaid, 
Senor Castolar and fifteen others were 
tho Bradlaughs of Spain, but their ob- 
jections were not based on religious a- 
irreligious grounds. In Italy the Pres- 
ident of tho Chamber of Deputies says 
with elaborate politeness, "I invite the 
honorable gentleman to take oath iu tho 
form following : "I swear to bo faithful 
to tho King and to observe loyalty to 
tho fundamental statute and tho other 
laws of tho state, with a single view to 
the inseparable welfare of tho King and 
the country."

" I do swear that I will bo faithful and 


bear allegiance to her Majesty, Queen 
Victoria, her ho'rs and successors, ac- 
cording to law; so help mo God." 
Obviously, any man who believes in 
"God, 
whether Jew or Mohammedan or 


Christian, might honorably assent to 
every letter of this oath. And so, too, 
of course, might any man who believes 
in one God at all. For him the oath 
lacks its usual sanction, and scrupulous 
honor might lead him to point this out 
at the time of complying with the cus- 
tom of oath talking ; but there can be no 
doubt that dozens, perhaps scores, oi 
other members of Parliament do nol 
agree with Mr. Bradlaugh hi the view ol 
the subject. Ho, having explained hia 
position once for all, connot bo expected 
to be forever explaining and objecting, 
and so cannot bo blamed for swearing, 
The United States, it is generally 
known, have two oaths, but tuoir pre- 
cise form« are familiar.
